The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Newberry  College 
rendered  his  report,  which  was  received  and  referred  to  the 
proper  committee. 

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  NEWBERRY  COLLEGE. 

It  cannot  be  otherwise  than  highly  gratifying  to  every  friend  of  the 
College  to  learn  that  the  opening  of  the  present  session  witnessed  the 
attendance  of  more  students  than  at  any  other  period  of  the  existence  of 
the  Institution.  The  number  reported  up  to  date  is  one  hundred  and 
sixty-five,  more  than  three-fourths  of  this  number  being  in  the  Collegiate 
Department. 

The  President  of  the  College,  in  a  recent  letter,  says:  "The  fact  that 
the  College  has  the  confidence  of  our  people  makes  it  highly  desirable 
that  we  increase  and  improve  the  equipment  of  the  Institution  so  as  to 
deserve  and  be  able  to  keep  this  confidence.  We  need  better  recitation 
rooms  and  better  equipment  for  them;  we  need  modern  appliances;  we 
need  more  and  better  dormitories;  we  should  be  able  to  pay  our  profes- 
sors better  salaries.  Where  are  we  to  get  the  money?  I  trust  that  the 
kind  Providence  who  has  so  graciously  watched  over  the  interests  of  the 
College  will  guide  us  in  this  matter  also. " 

To  whom  shall  we  look  for  help  but  to  our  kind  Heavenly  Father  and 
to  the  loyal  Lutherans  of  South  Carolina  and  Georgia?  There  is  no  stop- 
ping place  in  our  loyalty  and  devotion  to  Newberry  College.  Our  duties 
and  responsibilities  multiply  and  increase  as  we  go  forward  with  this 
good  and  great  work.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  pray  and  labor  for  the  improve- 
ment and  success  of  that  which  we  love,  and  it  is  even  more  blessed  to 
give  to  such  a  cause  than  it  is  to  receive  the  blessings  and  benefits  that 
flow  from  it. 

Our  past  experience  in  this  work  gives  an  assurance  that  the  wants  and 
needs  of  the  Institution  mentioned  by  the  President  will  in  good  time  be 
all  supplied. 

By  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  last  annual  meeting,  this 
report  need  not  be  very  lengthy.  This  action  makes  it  my  duty  to  pre- 
sent to  Synod,  as  a  part  of  this  report,  the  report  of  the  President  of  the 
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Faculty  and  the  reports  of  the  Treasurers  of  the  College  and  Faculty, 
which  are  made  annually  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.  These  reports  are 
herewith  submitted  for  your  information  and  for  such  action  by  this  body 
as  you  may  deem  wise  to  take,  with  the  recommendation  that  they  be 
read  before  Synod  and  printed  in  the  Minutes  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  items  7,  8,  and  9  of  the  report  of  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  Faculty,  and  to  the  action  taken  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  its  Standing  Committee  in  reference  to  an  increase  of  salary  of  the 
members  of  the  Faculty.

Report  of  President  of  Faculty. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Newberry  College: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  hereby  to  submit  the  annual  report  of 
the  President  of  the  Faculty,  for  the  college  session  ending  June  21,  1899. 

1.  The  blessings  of  Providence  have  •  attended  the  College  during  the 
session.  The  general  health  of  Faculty  and  students  has  been  good;  the 
professors  have  been  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties;  and  the 
conduct  and  diligence  of  the  students  have  been,  for  the  most  part, 
praiseworthy.

2.  The  members  of  the  Senior  Class  who  have  completed  prescribed 
courses  of  study  are  recommended  for  graduation  with  degrees  as  follows:

Cassidy,  Butler  Black  Hare,  George  William  Jenny,  Samuel  Patrick 
Koon,  Wade  Hampton  Miley,  Jacob  Werts  Nease,  Robert  Norris,  Otto 
Charles  Petersen,  David  Alonzo  Quattlebaum,  Willie  Aiken  Rast,  James 
Forrest  Stillwell,  and  Martin  L/Uther  Wheeler;  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science,  Thomas  Palmerin  Johnson.  It  is  recommended  that  a  certifi- 
cate of  proficiency  be  issued  to  Aumerle  Schumpert  in  the  departments 
of  English,  Greek,  Natural  Science,  and  Mental  and  Moral  Science. 

The  highest  honor  of  the  class  was  awarded  to  David  Alonzo  Quattle- 
baum, Willie  Aiken  Rast,  and  James  Forrest  Stillwell.  No  distinction 
having  been  made  as  to  first  and  second  honor,  the  Faculty  thought  it 
best  to  dispense  with  the  salutatory  and  valedictory. 

3.  Heretofore  it  has  been  the  custom  to  require  all  the  members  of  the 
Junior  Class  to  enter  the  oratorical  contest,  and  all  the  Seniors  to  speak 
on  commencement  day.  Deeming  it  advisable  to  reduce  the  number  of 
speakers  on  these  occasions,  the  Faculty  has  selected  eight  members  of 
each  class  to  represent  the  class. 
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4.  You  are  asked  to  give  the  Faculty  such  control  over  the  published 
courses  of  instruction  and  schedule  of  recitations,  during  the  sessions,  as 
shall  authorize  it  to  increase  or  decrease  the  number  of  recitations  per 
week  in  any  subject,  and  to  transfer  or  continue  a  study  from  one  term 
to  another.  It  seldom  occurs  that  it  is  desirable  to  depart  from  the 
schedule  laid  down  in  the  catalogue,  but  when  the  occasion  does  arise  it 
is  important  that  the  Faculty  should  have  unquestioned  authority  to 
make  the  change. 

5.  Improvements  have  been  made  at  the  College  that  are  important 
from  the  point  of  view  of  both  health  and  convenience.  The  laboratory 
has  been  connected  with  the  water  works  of  the  town,  and  fixtures  have 
been  put  in  the  main  building  so  that  artesian  water  now  flows  to  the 
second  and  third  floors. 

Synod,  at  its  latest  meeting,  authorized  the  Standing  Committee  to 
spend  $500  on  repairs  and  improvements.  Of  this  sum  $100  was  paid  to 
W.  T.  Davis  &  Co.  on  account  of  repairs  already  made  from  time  to  time. 
The  contract  for  painting  the  roof  and  woodwork  of  the  main  building 
has  been  let  to  J.  W.  White  &  Bro.  for  $245.75,  to  which  should  be  added 
$30  for  glazing  and  $25  for  water  fixtures.  The  roof  and  exterior  wood- 
work of  the  main  building  have  been  painted,  and  the  inside  woodwork 
will  be  painted  as  soon  as  the  dormitories  have  been  vacated. 

The  boarding  hall  should  be  painted;  and  I  think  that  you  could  in- 
struct the  Standing  Committee  to  do  this  without  departing  Irom  the 
spirit  of  Synod's  action. 

6  The  Treasurer's  report,  giving  a  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and 
disbursements,  will  accompany  the  report  of  your  Standing  Committee 
It  is  recommended  that  you  authorize  the  Treasurer  of  the  Faculty  to 
borrow  a  sufficient  amount  to  enable  him  to  pay  in  full  all  claims  against 
the  College  on  account  of  current  expenses.  It  has  heretofore  been  found 
necessary  to  carry  a  small  amount  from  year  to  year;  but  we  have  been 
able  to  borrow  it  in  July  and  repay  it  in  October,  and  the  interest  account 
has  been  small. 

7.  The  income  of  the  College  from  tuition  fees  and  past  indebtedness 
on  account  of  tuition  has  been  larger  than  in  any  former  year;  and  yet  I 
find  the  pecuniary  condition  of  the  College  somewhat  embarrassing. 
When  the  Theological  Seminary  was  connected  with  the  College,  the 
income  from  the  Seminary  Fund,  upwards  of  $1,100,  was  paid  into  the 
College  treasury,  and  the  professor  of  theology  was  paid  out  of  the  gen- 
eral fund.  Of  this  income  $600  is  now  paid  to  the  Seminary  and  the 
balance  to  the  College,  but  the  income  is  smaller  than  formerly.  At  the 
time  of  your  last  annual  meeting  I  supposed  that  the  College  would  re- 
ceive at  least  $500  from  the  Seminary  Fund,  and  that  it  would  receive  the 
income  fn.m  the  fund  collected  from  the  Federal  Government,  now  the 
Holland  Memorial.  This  fund  yields  $700  a  year,  collectible  semi-annu- 
ally. But  Synod,  at  its  last  meeting,  ordered  the  income  from  this  fund 
to  be  put  aside  for  improvements  and  building  purposes.  The  interest 
for  the  first  half  year,  or  most  of  it,  was  paid  on  the  Keller  Memorial 
debt,  as  Synod  directed;  but  the  income  for  the  second  half  year  I  col- 
lected in  April  and  used  for  the  payment  of  current  expenses.    If  this 
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does  not  meet  the  approval  of  Synod,  I  shall  replace  the  amount  out  of 
tuition  fees  in  October  or  November.  But  I  trust  that  you  will  deem  it 
wise  to  ask  Synod  to  rescind  its  action,  and  let  this  interest  pass  into  the 
College  treasury  for  current  expenses.  When  the  College  received  the 
whole  of  the  income  from  the  Seminary  Fund  it  barely  paid  expenses; 
and  yet  if  the  action  of  Synod  stands,  it  will  hereafter  receive  less  than 
$500  instead  of  the  former  amount  of  more  than  $1,100,  though  the  num- 
ber of  professors  is  unchanged.  I  am  confident  that  Synod  acted  under 
a  misapprehension  of  the  pecuniary  condition  of  the  College. 

8.  I  suggest  the  advisability  of  urging  our  Synod  to  signalize  the  dawn 
of  the  new  century  by  beginning  a  general  movement  in  the  interest  of 
our  educational  institutions,  College  and  Seminary.  The  Methodist 
Church  is  now  engaged  in  such  a  movement,  the  aim  being  to  raise 
$100,000  in  this  State.  Our  schools  need  better  equipment,  larger  endow- 
ment, increased  facilities.  In  proportion  to  the  numerical  strength  of 
our  Church,  Newberry  College  has  a  much  larger  enrolment  than  any 
other  denominational  college  in  the  State;  and  it  is  run  at  considerably 
less  cost  per  student.  It  is  prospering,  but  it  is  brought  into  sharp  com- 
petition with  schools  whose  incomes  are  from  three  to  four  times  as 
large,  and  it  must  fit  itself  for  this  competition  by  constantly  adding  to  its 
equipment.  The  time  seems  opportune  for  a  movement  in  behalf  of  our 
schools;  the  movement  should  be  earnest  and  general,  and  it  should  be 
carried  on,  not  by  the  schools,  but  by  the  Church  itself. 

9.  We  have  in  the  library  a  number  of  volumes  of  which  there  are  du- 
plicate copies.  This  gives  the  Board  an  opportunity  to  make  up  a  box  of 
books  for  the  Theological  Seminary  that  will  add  to  the  value  of  its 
library  without  detracting  from  the  serviceableness  of  ours.

FIFTH  SESSION. 

Friday,  October  20,  10  A.  M. 

Devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  Rev.  J.  G.  Graichen. 
The  Minutes  of  the  former  day  were  read  and  approved. 

By  resolution,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  nominate  speak- 
ers for  next  session  of  Synod.  The  President  appointed  as  such 
committee,  Revs.  Z.  W.  Bedenbaugh,  H.  J.  Mathias,  and  Mr. 
S.  P.  George. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  formulate  a  plan 
for  parochial  reports  by  whicn  we  can  arrive  at  the  numerical  strength  of 
our  Church,  and  make  their  report  at  this  meeting  of  Synod. 

Revs.  Z.  W.  Bedenbaugh,  J.  H.  Wilson,  and  W.  K.  Siigh 
were  appointed  on  that  committee. 

By  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  strike  out  "For 
2nd  Professor  Theology,"  in  rubric,  and  insert  instead,  "Ap- 
propriation for  Theological  Seminary." 
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By  motion,  Mr.  E.  H.  Aull,  of  the  Lutheran  Publication 
Board,  and  Mr.  W.  P.  Houseal,  of  the  Lutheran  Visitor,  were 
invited  to  present  their  respective  interests  the  first  hour  after 
the  noon  recess. 

Synod  adjourned  to  engage  in  a  missionary  service,  with 
prayer  led  by  Rev.  Z.  W.  Bedenbaugh. 

At  ii  A.  M.  a  missionary  service  was  held,  conducted  by 
Rev.  M.  G.  G.  Scherer.  Addresses  were  made  by  Rev.  A.  J. 
Bowers  and  Rev.  O.  B.  Shearouse. 

SIXTH  SESSION. 

Friday,  2  P.  M. 
Synod  was  opened  with  singing  and  prayer,  led  by  Rev. 
M.  M.  Kinard. 

Mr.  W.  P.  Houseal  was  given  the  privilege  of  the  floor  and 
presented  the  claims  of  the  Visitor. 
The  following  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  we  have  heard  with  pleasure  the  words  of  Mr. 
Houseal,  and  that  we  heartily  commend  the  Visitor  to  our  people. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Aull  presented  the  work  of  the  Lutheran  Publi- 
cation Board. 

The  following  was  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  OF  RELIGION. 

Thirty-four  specific  reports  have  come  into  the  hands  of  this  Commit- 
tee, as  against  twenty-five  last  year.  This  is  a  pleasing  increase.  As  a 
rule,  the  reports  are  full  and  satisfactory.  We  note,  however,  that  some 
of  the  pastors  have  not  followed  the  rubric  printed  on  the  front  cover  of 
the  minutes;  and  that  very  few  reports  give  evidence  of  submittal  to  the 
church  councils.  A  new  feature  in  the  presentation  of  these  reports  was 
the  verbal  supplement  by  lay  delegates,  resulting  in  evidence  of  the  har- 
monious relationship  now  existing  between  pastors  and  people.  We 
refer  the  suggestions  of  Pastors  Austin,  Livingston,  and  Shearouse  to  the 
Committee  on  Pastoral  Districts  for  consideration,  if  possible,  at  this 
meeting  of  Synod. 

1.  Activity  in  Christian  Work  is  manifest  throughout  our  entire 
territory.  Pastors  and  laymen  have  shown  a  true  devotion  to  the 
Church,  which  will  increase  as  education  increases.  To  do  better,  we 
need  to  know  what  our  fathers  did;  to  love  more,  we  must  know  what  we 
love.  Activity  in  missions  has  been  marked,  and  here  our  faithful  wo- 
men have  had  the  lead.  We  especially  commend  the  faithfulness  of  the 
more  remote  and  expanded  pastorates,  where  heavy  obstacles,  unknown 
to  most  of  our  charges,  have  been  overrun. 

2.  Attendance  on  SERVICES  has  been  uniformly  good. 
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3.  BenevoeEncE.  We  believe  there  has  been  growth  in  this  direction. 
Some  churches  have  made  remarkable  progress  within  the  past  year, 
while  all  seem  at  least  to  have  held  their  own.  This,  however,  does  not 
mean  that  in  every  case  the  apportionments  for  Synod  have  been  paid. 
To  meet  these  payments  should  be  a  primary  duty  with  every  pastor  and 
every  church  council.  Especially  ought  the  claims  of  our  Theological 
Seminary  to  be  recognized  and  granted.  We  cannot  expect  interest  in 
Virginia  unless  there  is  interest  in  South  Carolina.  Only  six  congrega- 
tions have  met  their  apportionment  for  the  Theological  Seminary,  though 
it  is  believed  that  this  faint  response  was  chiefly  due  to  a  misunderstand- 
ing now  removed. 

4.  Sunday  Schools  are  well  sustained.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  since 
the  Sunday  School  is  the  nursery  of  the  Church.  It  is  generally  recog- 
nized, however,  that  our  methods  for  the  study  of  God's  Word  could  be 
improved.  Would  it  not  be  well  to  have  a  Lutheran  Sunday  School  As- 
sociation? 

5.  CaTechization  does  not  receive  that  universal  honor  which  it  de- 
serves. We  are  too  quick  to  dignify  nominal  obstacles  with  an  "insur- 
mountable" adjective. 

6.  Finance.  We  presume  that  this  title,  as  distinguished  from  "Be- 
nevolence," has  reference  to  the  local  management  of  the  churches. 
The  majority  of  our  pastors  report  a  satisfactory  situation,  while  some 
reports  are  distinctly  discouraging.  Your  Committee  believes  that  one 
of  the  best  ways  to  cultivate  finance  is  to  preach  benevolence;  and  that 
methods  of  systematic  beneficence  should  be  studied  and  used.  We  are 
pleased  with  the  reported  decrease  in  unchurchly  schemes  of  money- 
getting. 

7.  Church  Property.  On  this  item  the  reports  are  highly  satisfac- 
tory. Improvement  is  the  order  of  the  day.  We  hear  of  new  or  im- 
proved churches,  and  of  prospective  parsonages.  It  is  to  be  observed 
that  the  Constitution  of  Synod,  following  the  advice  of  Luther  himself, 
declares  that  "each  pastoral  charge  should  have  a  parsonage." 

8.  Education.  Your  Committee  has  already  expressed  its  apprecia- 
tion of  this  as  a  direct  and  positive  means  to  the  increase  of  spiritual 
activity.  We  rejoice  in  the  extension  of  education  amongst  our  people. 
Not  a  few  congregations  are  represented  in  our  higher  institutions  of 
learning.  We  especially  congratulate  the  Church  on  the  remarkable 
growth  of  Newberry  College,  which  deserves  the  active  assistance  of 
every  pastor  and  layman  in  the  Synod.  Nor  should  we  forget  to  aid,  as 
our  highest  privilege,  students  for  the  Gospel  ministry. 

9.  Church  Literature  is  an  important  element  in  Christian  educa- 
tion. We  are  glad  that  so  many  pastors  speak  of  the  presence  of  this 
element  amongst  their  people.  We  welcome  the  promised  canvass  for 
the  Lutheran  Visitor,  and  commend  the  prudence  of  such  pastorates  as 
provide  Lutheran  libraries  for  their  people. 

Thus  it  appears  that  the  Lord  hath  spoken  to  us  that  we  go  forward; 
and  that,  His  strength  transforming  our  weakness,  we  have  followed  the 
pillar  of  cloud  and  of  fire.    But,  "forgetting  those  things  which  are  be- 
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hind,  and  reaching  forth  unto  those  things  which  are  before,  let  us  press 
toward  the  mark  for  the  prize  of  the  high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus."

The  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Last  Meeting  of  Synod  made 
its  report,  which  was  received  and  considered  by  items. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MINUTES  OF  LAST  MEETING. 

1.  On  page  25  it  was  resolved  that  the  lease  on  the  Synod's  land  in 
Aiken  County  be  renewed  for  a  period  of  five  years,  and  that  the  Presi- 
dent execute  the  lease.    Has  he  done  so? 
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2.  On  page  27  is  a  resolution  that  Whitsunday  and  the  second  Sunday 
in  November  be  designated  as  days  for  receiving  missionary  offerings. 
Also  that  one  Sunday  of  each  quarter  be  designated  by  all  Sunday 
Schools  as  Missionary  Sunday,  and  that  on  that  Sunday  the  children  be 
specially  addressed  on  the  subject  of  missions,  and  offerings  be  taken  for 
this  object.    Has  this  resolution  been  complied  with? 

3.  Oh  page  30  we  find  there  is  an  outstanding  note  of  $668.95,  with  in- 
terest from  November  1st,  1S95,  now  due  on  the  Keller  Memorial  Build- 
ing, and  that  the  Treasurer  was  authorized  at  once  to  pay  this  claim. 
Has  it  been  paid? 

4.  On  same  page,  that  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Newberry  College  be  authorized  to  spend  $500  in  making  repairs 
and  improvements  on  the  main  building,  if  so  much  be  necessary,  and 
that  the  amount  so  expended  be  paid  out  of  the  fund  realized  from  the 
Congressional  appropriation  for  damages.

The  Committee  on  Memoirs  made  their  report,  which  was 
adopted  by  standing  vote.     (See  memorial  page.  ) 
The  following  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  accepts  as  equitable  the  proportionate 
amount  asked  by  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  United  Synod  for  its  gen- 
eral Home  and  Foreign  Mission  work,  and  will  make  a  faithful  effort  to 
raise  the  same,  and  that  the  several  amounts  asked  from  each  congrega- 
tion be  printed  in  the  Minutes  as  heretofore. 

Resolved.  That  Whitsunday  and  the  second  Sunday  in  November  be 
designated  as  days  for  receiving  missionary  offerings.  Also,  that  one 
vSunday  of  each  quarter  be  designated  by  all  Sunday  Schools  as  Mission- 
ary Sunday,  and  that  on  that  Sunday  the  children  be  specially  addressed 
on  the  subject  of  Missions,  and  offerings  be  taken  for  this  object. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Missions  was 
rendered  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  OF  MISSIONS. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  Missions  held  its  first  meeting,  after  the 
adjournment  of  last  Synod,  on  December  5,  1899,  and  formally  organized 
by  the  election  of  Rev.  Dr.  Fox,  Chairman;  Mr.  W.  P.  Houseal,  Secre- 
tary; and  Mr.  A.  H.  Kohn,  Treasurer. 

The  Chairman  reported  that  $971.21  had  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Committee—  $1 7 1.2  r  of  this  sum  having  been  given  by  the  Woman's 
Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  $800  by  this  Synod  for  the 
maintenance  of  our  special  mission  interests. 

The  following  appropriations  were  made: 

1.  To  Augusta  Mission.  $250. 

2.  To  the  Graniteville  Mission,  $200 

3.  To  the  Sumter  and  Florence  Missions,  $200. 

4.  To  the  Eutawville  Mission,  $150,  if  so  much  be  necessary. 

After  mature  deliberation  the  following  action  was  taken  as  to  the 
Orangeburg  Mission: 

Resolved,  That,  if  the  Church  at  Orangeburg  will  unite  vvith  some 
other  congregation  and  form  a  pastorate  $200  will  be  appropriated  by  the 
Committee  to  said  pastorate;  otherwise  the  Committee  will  £rp*propriate 
to  the  Orangeburg  congregation  one-third  as  much  as  that  congregation 
raises  for  pastor's  salary. 

The  Committee  deemed  this  the  most  feasible  plan  by  which  to  suc- 
cessfully carry  on  the  work  at  that  point,  but  regrets  to  report  that  noth- 
ing has  been  heard,  officially,  from  the  brethren  at  Orangeburg. 

At  a  meeting  of  our  Committee,  held  March  4,  1899,  the  resignation  of 
our  efficient  Chairman,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fjx,  was  received  and  accepted,  he 
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having  taken  work  in  another  State  and  no  longer  being  a  member  of 
this  Synod.    Rev.  S.  T.  Hallmau,  D.  D.,  was  elected  to  fill  this  vacancy. 

At  our  last  meeting,  held  October  9,  1899,  a  special  Committee,  con- 
sisting of  Revs.  W.  K.  Sligh,  M.  G.  G.  Scherer,  and  Dr.  O.  B.  Mayer, 
was  appointed  to  investigate  our  Lutheran  interests  in  West  End,  New- 
berry, and  take  such  steps  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  organize  a 
congregation — Dr.  O.  B.  Mayer  having  generously  built  a  church  for  the 
Lutherans  in  that  part  of  the  city  as  a  memorial  to  his  sainted  father. 
We  learn  that  such  organization  has  been  effected. 

Gratifying  reports  have  been  received  from  all  of  our  mission  points 
except  Orangeburg.  The  pastors  have  been  faithful,  the  people  active, 
and  the  work  successful.  Their  parochial  reports  will  indicate  their 
growth  and  efficiency. 

From  the  applications  for  aid  already  placed  in  our  hands  we  learn 
that  the  following  appropriations  will  be  needed  for  the  prosecution  of 
the  work  now  on  our  hands: 

The  Augusta  Mission,  $250;  Graniteville,  $200;  Sumter  and  Florence, 
$200;  and  about  $200  for  Trinity  Church,  Elloree,  and  Christ  Church, 
Eutawville,  provided  these  two  constitute  a  pastorate  as  has  been  pro- 
posed. As  to  Orangeburg  we  can  suggest  nothing  until  definite  infor- 
mation be  received  as  to  their  plans  and  wishes.  This  point,  however, 
is  too  important  to  be  neglected. 

We  deem  it  proper  to  state  that  your  Committee  will  need  at  least  $900 
for  the  prosecution  of  its  work  during  the  ensuing  Synodical  year,  and 
we  recommend  that  such  appropriation  be  made. 

We  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  this  report  and  the  approval  of 
the  acts  of  this  Committee.
